‘Miss Mae Newberry Dies 
at Grady; Gentry Re- 
ported Improved. 


Miss Mae Newberry,. shot in Jones 
er in the home of James L. Lindsay, 
76, retired locomotive engineer, who 
was shot and killed late Friday in 
his home, 466 Jones avenue, died at 
4:30 o'clock Monday afternoon from 
a pistol wound in her left. breast. 

Miss Newberry, according % police 
reports, was shot by -George Gentry, 
43. who also lived in the Lindsay 
home, when he commanded her not to 
open the door when Patrolman R. E. 
Floyd, who had been summoned to the 
house by neighbors, knocked. The bul- 
let fired by Gentry, entered Miss New- 
berry’s left breast, passed through her 
body and grazed the policeman’s head. 

Grady hospital attendants have held 
out little hope for Miss Newberry’s 
recovery, as it was stated that she 
was bleeding internally. She rallied 
for a short time after a blood trans- 
fusion performed Saturday, but she 
began to decline zanidly Sunday.

National Defense Phase 
of Inquiry To Be Aired 
in Executive Sessions of 
Howell Group. 


By GALDSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Entering 
the national defense phase of-its com- 
prehensive inquiry into American air 
problems, the federal aviation commia- 
sion today went into executive session 
to hear confidential war department 
policies discussed by high officials of 
the army general staff. 

Returning to Washington this morn- 
ing after a brief visit to Atlanta. 
Chairman Clark Howell, of the com- 
mission, announced that most of the 
hearings for the remainder of the 
month would be executive in character 
and therefore behind closed doors. Al) 
previous hearings, dealing with com 
mercial phases of the subject, have 
been open. Proceedings of the com- 
mission this week will be given over 
to war department representatives, 
who will be followed next week by 
high naval officials. 

Secret Testimony. 

Only a brief summary of today's 
secret testimony was given out by the 
commission at the close of the hear- 
ings. It was announced that Brigi- 
der General Charles E. Kilbourne, as- 
sistant chief of staff, who is assigned 
to the war plans division, headed, the 
list of witnesses heard with a presen- 
tation of the general staff view of the 
utilization of the general headquarters 
air force as organized under the exist- 
ing war (department policies. Previous- 
ly the Howell board was presented 
with a summary of war department 
national defense policies as submitted 
in a brief by Secretary of War Dern.

It was brought out 
in his testimony, the commission fe- 
vealed, that none of these nations 
has curtailed in any way its support 
of land and sea forces, though all have 
stressed the development of aviation. 
It was shown that the apparent fail- 
ure of t#e disarmament conference 
had led to some nations preparing pro- 
grams for an increased strength in 
aviation. The greater part of General 
Smith’s testimony was on the attitude 
of the several governments toward the 
aviation industry, the air transport 
companies and private. flying. He 
brought out the fact that there was a 
very considerable subsidy by the na- 


tions discussed, of al] these activities.

Henry P. Fletcher. while predicting 
“victoriés tomorrow.” dwelt more on 
the need republican workers to 
“stand firm during the next two 
years.” 

“From present indications,” he said, 

“the next congress will be more reck- 
less than the last one. If present 
radical proposals and legislation of 
the New Deal do not bring the prom-. 
ised millenium, and we all know that 
they cannot, the great danger is that 
the next step will be more radical- 
a” My closing appeal to all 
republicans is to keep their faith— 
the country will need it in the years 
to come.” 
_ Farley, g corral from New York 
just after Fletcher’s broadcast from 
Washington, thanked those who have 
labored in the democratic cause, in- 
cluding “those republicans, independ- 
ents and thinking people of all po- 
litical sects who have joined with us 
in bringing about the election of a new 
congress sympathetic with the presi- 
dent’s views.” 

He renewed his contertion that 
faith in President Roosevelt is the 
only issue up tomorrow.

For- 
mer Governor Donahey, his democratic 
opponent who has promised to sup- 
port the New Deal “in every proper 
manner,” awaited the verdict in char- 
acteristic silence. 

North Dakota wound up a lftter 
campaign for the governorship with 
few fireworks. The contest between 
Mrs. Lydia Langer, wife of the de- 
posed chief executive, and Thomas 
Moddie, democratic candidate, has 
been followed closely by neighboring 
states. 


Some Close Early. 


Ballot boxes and voting machines 
begin closing as the clock strikes 3 
this afternoon. The first are in the 
Atlantic coast states. From that time 
on until 11 p. m., eastern time, polling 
places will be shutting up shop, the 
final ones at that hour in the Pacific 
coast states. 

The end of voting starts tellers and 
judges to work counting the ballots 
and recording the totals. Shortly after- 
ward the flood of figures begin to is- 
sue and announcements are made of 
the successful candidates. 

Rural New Hampshire and Rhode 
Island, as well as other places in New 
England, and rural Georgia close their 
polls at 3 p.m. Some New England 
towns, usually the first to announce 
results, close as soon as all registered 
voters have acted. 

Between 3 and 6 o'clock, eastern 
time, ballot casting ends and counting 
begins in Alabama, Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Illinois, Kentucky, Baltimore, 
Md.; rural Michigan, New Hampshire 
cities, New York, South Carolina and 
South Dakota. 

Sunset is the closing time in Flor- 
ida, North Carolina and Virginia. 

The largest number of states have 
fixed their closing time in the two 
hours between 6 and 8 p.m., eastern 
time. They are Arkansas, Georgia cit- 
ies, Indiana, rural Kansas, Louisaina, 
Maryland counties, Massachusetts, 
Michigan cities, Mississippi, Missouri, 
Montana, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Penn- 
sylvania, Texas and West Virginia.

These lines are written in Madrid, 
where everything is quiet for the 
moment, but where one feels as if 
he were sitting on a volcano. Nothing 
is settled. The mass of the people 
are against the new government. But 
the government has the army and 
has increased the pay of the soldiers 
to make them more loyal. A heavy 
censorship exists and nobody knows 


‘exactly what is going on in the As- 


turia provinces, where between 50,- 
000 and 100,000 troops have been 
dispatched. What is known is this: 
The army is using bombing planes 
and is utterly merciless in repressing 
the revolt in that part of the coun- 
try. Since it was feared that native 
Spaniards would not be ruthless 
enough, the government imported tens 
of thousands of Moorish, Arab, Ber- 
ber and negro soldiers from Africa. 
The operations against the—revolting 
districts are under direction of the 
Spanish Foreign Legion, which has 
a sinister reputation for cruelty. 


I was speaking to some Arab sol- 
diers and from what they told me, I 
gained an idea of the ghastliness of 
the situation. The Africans are name- 
ly taking revenge on men, women and 
children for the cruelty practiced by 
Spanish troops in Africa in the past. 
Horrible! 


All Is Quiet 


The revolution is a thing of the 
past, said M. Lerroux, the Spanish 
premier. But that same day a bridge 
on which a fascist parade was pro- 
ceeding went up in the air in Barce- 
lona, There were so many victims 
that all the streets leading to the 
destroyed bridge were closed and am- 
bulances ran in and out all evening. 
To be found in the neighborhood at 
all meant arrest. I escaped arrest 
fortunately by pretending I did not 
know what had happened and acting 
as if I did. not understand a word of 
Spanish. Yesterday they tried run- 
ning some sfreet cars, heavily man- 
ned by soldiers.

Much that purports to be health 
elucation in our common schools is 


| sheer hooey. How can any one with 
/a modicum of common sense imagine 


a young woman who has been trained 
to teach geography or arithmetic can 
take charge of the class in physiology 
and hygiene if she happens to have 
a vacant period? That is the way 
physiology and hygiene or health is 
handled in the average elementary or 


high school. 


In Lansing, boys and girls enter- 
ing sophomore grade in high school 
attend a series of lectures by phgsi- 
clans on sex matters.

AFTERMATH The republicans have said a lot of harsh things 

in this campaign, but the only thing they are 
really angry about is the way Postmaster-General Farley took ad- 
vantage of them on relief expenditures. They do not believe he 
lived up to the rules of the game. 

It is not the fact that the administration spread relief funds 
around in doubtful quarters. The republicans expected that. They 
did not expect Farley and others to go around brag eye about it. 
They feel that democratic politicos tried to create the impression 
they were handing out their own money, and.not the taxpayers’. 

A mass of evidence on that subject has been collected for use 
in congress when the next relief appropriations come up. One 
item, is a quote fro mlowa Democratic State Chairman Feuling~ to 
the effect that: “This election, beyond all doubt, will determine 
whether lowa will continue to receive ... very liberal and much 
needed federal benefits. .. .” :

They say the program was not 
inaugurated for political purposes, but to help the country. They 
cannot see anything Wrong about advertising the help they gave. 
They think they will win, not because of relief expenditures, but 
because the republicans offered no real issue, presented no invit- 
ing alternative program. 


SKILL Every tactician in both camps will concede that President 

Roosevelt gave a better demonstration of political skill 
in this election than he did in his own election two years ago. That 
is a very high compliment. 

The side-tracking of Upton Sinclair was considered superb by 
all democratic strategists. So was the delicate handling of the west- 
ern progressive problem. 

But far more important than those two minor maneuvers was 
the way the bankers were deftly coaxed out of the republican camp. 
That was the master sub-surface stroke of the campaign. How 
deeply it hurt may be judged from Republican Chairman Fletcher’s 
astounding announcement, a few days later, the significance of 
which was entirely lost at the time. Mr. Fletcher said, in effect, 
that the bankers may have sold out to the New Deal, but the re- 
publican party would continue to stand for a stable currency and 
a balanced budget. 

That was just about the same as a general announcing publicly 
that his artillery had deserted to the enemy, but that he was con- 
tinuing to fight’ with whatever infantry he had remaining. The 
boys around the stove believe it was the most important statement 
of the campaign. 


PITCH Equally skillful from an inner democratic view was the 
handling of the cabinet and sub-cabinet cavalry by Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

First, Professor Tugwell was shipped to Europe six weeks be- 
fore election, with the excuse that he had been slipped on the boat 
secretly to avoid a sugar suit subpoena. The farm belt was not 
entrusted even to Agriculture Secretary Wallace, as he was under 
criticism for idealism. The practical administrator in the AAA, 
Chester Davis, was dispatched to the hustings as the main orator. 

Wallace made several speeches, as did Farley and Ickes, but the 
heaviest stumping fell upon Donald Richberg. If you compare Rich- 
berg’s calming speeches with the kind Tugwell used to make, you 
will get the new campaign pitch sounded by the New Deal organ 
grinders. 


BANTER The.most revealing story of Mr. Roosevelt was told in 
é Arthur Krock’s column in the New York Times re- 


cently. Mr. Krock said that ex-Director of the Budget Lew Douglas 
once became excited in arguing with Mr. Roosevelt about one of the 
president’s proposals.

Mr. Douglas is supposed to have related the incident later to 
a friend, adding: “How can you get sore at a fellow like that!”

Conviction of Hughey W. Davis,

JUDGE Gh. HOWARD 
WILL LEAVE BENCH 


Fulton Jurist to Quit 
When Term Expires; 
New Jury Charged. 


Judge G. H. Howard, who has 
served 14 years on the bench of Ful- 
ton superior court, announced Monday 
that he will not offer for re-election 
at the end of his term, two years 
hence, but will retire from public life 
and devote himself to the private 
practice of law. 

Judge Howard expressed in warm 
terms his appreciation of the kind- 
Jiess shown to him by the people of 
the area, but said that he felt that 
he,could continue to serve the public 
in a private capacity. . 

In charging the new grand jury, 
Judge Howard first made known his 
decision for retirement, and sum- 
marized his observations on major 
problems during his service, for the 
guidance of the jury. 

Comparing the present economic 
situation with the hardships which 
confronted the founders of the nation, 
Judge Howard said that the people 
today are likely to lose sight of, or 
fail to comprehend, the basic ideas 
which moved the framers of the con- 
stitution. Referring to the constitu- 
tional group, Judge Howard expressed 
the opinion that a five-year search 
would not produce such a group of 
men today. 

May Be Worth While. 

“However,” the court continued, “if 
out of this great depression there arise 
two or three great leaders such as 
guided the nation’s destiny then, the 
depression will have been well worth 
while.” 

The court cautioned the grand jury 
that its duties lie apart from politics 
or partisan influence. 

“As to your power of investigation 
and your recommendations,” he said, 
“the sky is the limit.” At the same 
time he told the jury to guard against 
any recommendations fostering indi- 
vidual interests or individual-group in- 
terest. 

Referring to the Roosevelt policy, 
Judge Howard said that the framers 
of the constitution had in mind the 
protection of the underprivileged, 
which protection is being safeguarded 
by the chief executive. 

L. D. Hale, secretary to the audi- 
tor of A. & W. P. railroad, was named 
foreman of the new grand jury. J. 
A. Riviere, clerk of the Southern Bell 
Telephone Company, is secretary. 

18 Jurors Qualify. 

Only 18 jurors qualified out of a 
panel of 32, and 10 additional names 
were drawn during the day. The five 
remaining members will be qualified 
Friday.

Peanut Oil Conversion 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—(#)-—- 
Secretary Wallace ruled today that 
peanut oil manufacturers who divert 
peanuts purchased this year into oil 
instead of other commercial channels 
wili be entitled to AAA payments. 

The decision followed announceemnt 
of similar payments for peanut grow- 
ers under the general program foer 
adjusting production and balancing the 
supply of. shelled goods to the effer- 
tive demand, 

Payments will be made to manu- 
facturers on farmers’ stock peanuts 
grown in 1934, and purchased and 
processed after October 1.

He was confident Herriot's radical 
socialists would not dare to over- 
throw him, but the Herriot group was 
in a tight corner and uncertain what 
to do. They were torn between a 
party doctrine which opposes dou- 
mergue’s plan to provide for dis- 
solving jarliament without consent 
of the senate, and double-barreled 
anxiety—-fear of their constituents. 
They fear the voters will throw them 
out if they desert their party policy 
defined at the recent Nantes congress. 

Premier Doumergue, already some- 
thing of a one-man government, pro- 
poses to strengthen his hand so he 
can really govern and end the French 
habit of throwing out governments too 
often. The average life of cabinets 
has been about nine months and in 
difficult times they have often lasted 
only a few days or a few weeks. 

Doumergue wants: 

1. Premier and president to be able 
to dissolve the chamber. 

2. Real power in the premier to 
control the cabinet. 

4. The chamber deéprived of 
right to initiate appropriations.

its members. Clause one defines the 
extent of the immunity. Its language 
is exact and leaves no m for a con- 
struction which would extend the priv- 
ilege beyond the termis of the grant... 


“History concerns the conclusion 
that the immunity is limited to arrest. 
The case cited in support of the con- 
trary view rests largely upon doubtful 
notions as to the historic privileges of 
members of parliament before the en- 
actment in 1770 of the statute of 
10 George III C50. That act declared 
that members of parliament should be 
subject to civil process, provided they 
were not ‘arrested or imprisoned.’ 
When the constitution was adopted, 
arrests and civil suits were still com- 
mon in America. It is only to such 
arrests that the provision applies.” 


Speech Not Groundé. 


Clause one, referred to by Justice 
Brandeis, states that senators and rep- 
resentatives “‘shall in aH cases, except 
treason, felony and breach of the 

ace, be privileged from arrest dur- 
ng their attendance at the session of 
their respective houses, and in going 
to and returning from the same.” 

The question of the immunity grant- 
ed senators and representatives from 
statements made on the floor of their 
houses was not involved in today's 
suit since Ansell claimed Long libelled 
him by circulating copies of the senate 
speech. 

The opinion today was the third 
reverse which Senator Long has had 
from the courts in the Ansell case. 
The District of Columbia supreme 
court told him he could not claim im- 
munity; so did the District of Colum- 
bia circuit court of appeals.

Whether any official hint of such 
plans would be given to the powers 
during the conversations, as a trial 
balloon, could not be immediately de- 
termined. 

The jlans, secretrly prepared, em- 
brace a new ship of economical build, 
but so powerful that some of the 
present categories provided for the 
fleets of the world by the Washington 
and London treaties might made 
useless in comparison, it was said. 

It was understood it would be built 
only in the event no new treaty based 
on Japanese proposals is adopted by 
the United States and Great Britain 
to take the place of the Washington 
treaty at the end of 1936. . 

The Japanese regard their proposals 
for a new treaty as the only effective 
method of making war impossible. The 
British and the Americans have sé 
far rejected them and a deadlock con- 
tinnes with ‘no compromise in sight. 

The Japanese emphasized again to- 
day that any compromise offer must 
come from the British or Americans, 
asserting they will not surrender.

T0 DRAFT OWN PLANS 


Blackwood Urges Executives 
of 12 Cotton States to Call 
State-Wide Meetings. 


COLUMBIA, 8. C., Nov. 5.—(#)— 
Governor I. CG. Blackwood urged gov- 
ernors of 12 other southern states to- 
day to call state-wide meetings of 
their farmers to draft “a thoughtfully 
prepared cotton control program for 
a period of years” upon expiration of 
the Bankhead act. 

Pointing out that the national gov- 
ernment had initiated “three separate 
pregrams of cotton production con- 
trol” since June, 1933, the South 
Carolina executive urged that “the 
farmers of the belt themselves have 
a voice in planning” a permanent con- 
trol measure to take effect in 1935. 
Governor Blackwood quoted a reso- 
lution adopted at a state-wide meeting 
of cotton farmegs here October 2 in 
which the farmers said suspension of 
control in 1935 would mean overpro- 
duction “that will again drive prices 
to a 4-to-6-cent level. 

_ Cotton growers of each South Caro- 
lina county are to meet November 15, 
the governor continued, to decide de- 
tails of a permanent program and 
elect one delegate for each 1,000 farm- 
ers to attend a state-wide meeting 
November 20 to work out a gubsti- 
tute for the Bankhead act. 
“Reslizing that one state of the 
belt acting alone in a matter thas 
vitally concerns the entire belt will 
perhaps not have a great effect,” the 
governor wrote 12 colleagues, “I am 
suggesting that your state adopt a 
similar plan.” 

A south-wide meeting would be held 
as the culmination of the 13 state ses- 
sions, he said, to map a new program 
with the co-operation of Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace.

MACHINE HOUR LIMITS 
MUST REMAIN—~SLOAN 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—(4)—Elimi- 
nation of machine hour limitations 
from tne cotton textile code, George 
A. Sloan, president of the Cotton Tex- 
tile Institute, said ‘tonight, “is incon- 
ceivable’ .nd would be a “death 
blow” to small communities in which 
cotton mills are located. . 

Sloan’s statement was appended to 
a report on an institute analysis of 
the industry, showing that 42 per cent 
of its 200,000 workers are employed 
in towns of 5,000 population or leas. 

“The analyses show clearly for the 
first time,” he said, “how really cot- 
ton manufacturing is. not only a 
small community industry but one of 
small enterprises. 

“Of vhe 1,122 cotton mills in the 
industry, 588 are located in villages 
of less than 5,000 population, 140 in 
centers of from 5,000 to 10, pop- 
ulation, and only 150, employing an 
aggregate of 80,000 workers are lo- 
cated in, cities of over 75,000 pop- 
ulation.” *° 

If machine hour limitations “were 
removed, Sloan added, “the tendency 
will be for mills in the larger centers 
to expand their employment through 
the operation of additional shifts, on 
account of the greater availability of 
workers and housing facilities with re- 
sulting loss of employment in small 
communities. 

“The problem is primarily a _ so- 
cial one. In formulating the cotton 
code the industry and the government 
proceeded on the principle that it. is 
better to preserve the small units and 
the small community against trans- 
fer to large communities. 

“It was felt that any other policy 
would threaten a death blow to village 
and town life and the destruction of 
capital invested in these small trading 
areas, 

“In is inconceivable that .e gov- 
ernment would now reverse its poli- 
cies.”

Palmer, some years ago, 
made a trip down to Georgia to help 
some of the local bird protectionists 
put through some laws for the conser- 
vation of bird life. Included in the 
bill was a statement protecting the 
field larks, or meadowlarks. Dr. Pal- 
mer told the Georgia general assem- 
bly the various reasons why the birds 
should be given legal protection. It 
was moved that the meadowlark be 
taken from the list of protected birds 
for the reason that it pulled up young 
corn, Dr. Palmer objected. A farmer- 
legislator arose and asked: 

“Dr. Palmer, have you ever seen a 
meadowlark pull corn?” 

Dr. Palmer said he had not. 

“IT. have,” returned the legislator, 
and from that day to this the field 
lark remains on the unprotected list 
of birds. It is high time they were 
‘protected now, for they are not as 
abundant as they were in former 
years.
